The farm board's idea of the cotton

Thousands of Chinese 
Left Homeless by Flood 


HARBIN, Manchuria, Aug. 9.—(#) 
A hundred thousand Chir+se residents 
of Harbin were forced by unprece- 
dented floods today to abandon their 
section of the city, which has become 
a vast inland sea. - 

Approximately 3,000 persons were 
reported missing in the valley of the 
Sungari river, which has risen far 
above the level of 1914, when Man- 
churia experienced the worst flood in 
its history. 

Harbin's Chinese residents have con- 
gregated in cemeteries and fields on 
the outskirts of the city. Many of 
them are without food, clothing and 
shelter. 

Cholera is spreading in t':e district 
and the people are hoarding food as 
prices skyrocket. The important city 
of Sanshin has been completely flood- 
ed and must be virtually reconstructed 
before it will be habitable again. The 
southern branch of the Chinese Fast- 
ern railway, which is Harbin’s most 


important link with the world, 
was destroyed south of Sbhuancheng.

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FARM VALUES INCREASE. 

One of the predicted benefits 
from the back-to-the-farm move- 
ment is already being manifested in 
the improvement in the farm real- 
estate situation, according to A. G. 
Brown, president of the federal land 
bank of Louisville. 

In a communication to the 434 
national farm-loan associations in his 
district President Brown attributes 
this increased activity to the “gen- 
eral awakening to the fact that the 
value of farm land can stand every 
test of a sound, permanent invest- 
ment.” 

Largely because of the renewed 
realization of the comparative se- 
curity of farm lands in contrast to 
Stocks and bonds, the increasing 
number of unemployed going back 
to the farm and the upward trend 
in the price of many farm products, 
banks, other financial institutions 
and people with money now recog- 
nize that good farm land still of- 
fers sound investment opportunity 
despite the slump in values which 
took place incident to the migra- 
tion of hundreds of thousands of 
farm families to the cities. 

Now these families are going back 
to the soil and their return is bring- 
ing back to the soil the value it for- 
merly possessed. 

Especially in Georgia has the 
back-to-the-farm movement proceed- 

.- ed during the past two years. Coun- 
ties in which in 1929 half of the 
farm homes were deserted now re- 
port every house in livable condi- 
tion occupied. In many counties two 

_ years ago numerous farms had 
been taken over by the farm-loan 
banks. Now these farms have either 
been reclaimed or new occupants 
found for them. 

While these returned farmers will 
find for the present little more than 
shelter and food, soon they will 
again begin making profits from 
their operations. When that takes 
place, the local communities will be 
brought out of ‘the lethargy of the 
past two or three years and they in 
turn will pass on to the cities the 
effect of their increased business. 

If the:Georgia farmer operates in 
accordance with modern methods 
and conditions he can raise cotton 
profitably, make money out of to- 
bacco, find a reasonable market for 
his truck crops, get cash from his 
wheat and oats and build up his 
earnings through the develcpment of 
live stock. 

The opportunity exists for the 
state to be the greatest and most 

agricultural common- 
wealth in the Union, and if the de- 
pression results in our farmers 
learning the lesson of self-support 
and diversification of products it 
will, in the long run, prove a bless- 
ing in disguise. 

THE TEXAS CAMPAIGN. 

The whirlwind run-off contest for 
governor now being waged in Texas 

by Governor Sterling and ‘‘Ma” Fer- 
guson has brought political waters 
in the Lone Star state to the boil- 
ing point. 

Whatever may be said about the 
-Fergusons as chief executives, their 
ability as campaigners is not to be 
questioned. Stumping together, the 
two former governors, one having 
been ousted from office and the 
other having been defeated for re- 
election, are whooping it up from 
one end of the state to the other. 

Governor Sterling is squarely 
meeting the challenge of these sea- 
soned campaigners. Speaking five 
and six times a day he is carrying 


: _the fight into every county so ef- 


fectively that the Fergusons are 
claiming he has stolen their thunder. 

Although Mrs. Ferguson led in 
the first primary, with Governor 
Sterling: second and Congressman 
Tom Hunter third, the prospects are

state are lining up behind the gov- 
ernor. 

' $terling’s record is ‘in his favor.

AN IMPOSSIBLE QUEST. 
The British Empire economic con- 


ference is based on “an impossible 
quest,” ac¢ording to Charles Brack- 


Wall Street. 

The real objective of the confer- 
ence, this writer feels, is to reduce 
the participation of ‘the 


empire—the effort claimed to be an 
attempt to widen world trade by 
breaking down the tariff harriers 
that divide Europe being ‘‘nothing 
but another manifestation of nation- 
alism, just as provincial as the 
British characterize our trade poli- 
cies.” 

Mr. Brackett holds that the fact 
that the Ottawa dickering between 
the various units of the empire has 
witnessed the fall of the pound ster- 
ling and the rise of the dollar means 
that the world markets are already 
discounting the conference as a 
fiasco. 

The main obstacle ahead of any 
such trade agreements aimed at ex- 
ports from this country is the im- 
mutable law of supply and demand. 
History has proven that any nation, 
or any set of nations, seeking to 
circumvent that law have only 
brought grief upon themselves. 

If Canada and Australia are given 
a monopoly on British trade it will 
be of little value. Such an agree- 
ment can be enforced only by arti- 
ficial means, and world trade, sooner 
or later, either overruns such bar- 
riers or brings loss instead of profit 
to those erecting them. 

England’s dominions. are demand- 
ing the exclusive right to furnish 
her with the raw materials for her 
industries. But the world trade upon 
which England’s prosperity is based 
is itself based on her purchases of 
these materials she makes from 
countries outside the empire. 

So the export interests of the 
United States need fear little from 
any intra-trade agreement which 
may be reached at Ottawa. Trade 
in the long run always seeks its 
natural channels and no country in 
the world can successfully meet the 
competition of our agriculture and 
our industry. 


STIMSON’S “EXPLANATION.” 

In his speech on the Kellogg- 
Briand pact to outlaw war, Secre- 
tary of State Stimson attributes, in- 
directly at least, the numerous notes, 
warnings and protests sent to the 
Japanese government during the re- 
cent Sino-Japanese fighting, to the 
obligation of the United States gov- 
ernment to play ‘a leading part ‘in 
efforts to preserve world peace. 

Unquestionably the United States, 
as the wealthiest and most powerful 
nation of the world, has a high ob- 
ligation to wield its utmost infta- 
ence towards the prevention of war 
—but that influence should not be 
exerted to the point where it be- 
comes mere meddling in the affairs 
of other nations. 

That is the position in which this 
country was placed by our antago- 
nistic atiitude to Japan at a time 
wiren other nations like Great 
Britain and France were wisely keep- 
ing within normal bounds in their 
intervention in a situation which 
concerned them but little. 

The United States should have 
realized that permanent peace in 
the far eastecan be much more easily 
obtained if the half century of friend- 
ly relations betwéen this country 
and Japan are continued than if a 
Spirit of antagonism is fostered as 
the result of going too far in the

Beginning 
To Disarm. 


If you will take the trouble and 
the patience to glance over the budg- 
ets of various Kuropean states, you 
will notice that here and there a be- 
ginning has been made with curtail- 
ing the output of armaments. There 
are no vast and radical changes yet, 
to be sure, but, as 1 say, a begin- 
ning has been made. Conditions are 
forcing the various states in this di- 
rection. Piling up guns and dread- 
noughts and machine guns and tauks 
is a poor remedy to overcome the de- 
pression. And that is the main item 
on the world’s program. But will it 
be overcome? 

The beginning of disarmament is 
also the beginning of economic re- 
covery. When a man leaves his gun 
lying somewhere in the attic in an 
old box, little caring whether it rusts 
or not, it shows that he does not 
stand in perpetual fear of his neigh- 
bor. In other words, his confidence 
is returning. One of these days he 
may go out and have a chat with his 
neighbor, just accidental-like, and the 
two might stop to continue their con- 
versation by the fence. Ten to one 
their eye will then fall on the huge 
wall they have put up between their 
respective properties. It might be a 
little painful that moment, but the 
embarrassment will soon wear off and 
the two neighbors are just as like as 
not to burst out in laughter and de- 
clare that with sun-up the next morn- 
ing they are going to start taking 
down a few tiers from that wall, so 
that they won’t need to walk around 
in future, but will be able to exchange 
a few friendly words right out of their 
own back-yards. 

This is what has to take place yet 
in the international domain. Talk a 
little more, lower the walls. cultivate 
confidence and slowly on the situa- 
tion will improve.

MAY PARTICIPATE IN PLAN 

NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—(#)—Banks 
in all leading cities will probably be 
invited to participate in the proposed 
formation of a huge financing corpo- 
ration designed to speed the move- 
ment of surplus commodities into fin- 
ished goods, it was indicated in lead- 
ing Wall Street banking circles today. 

Conversations to date have been 
centered largely in New York. Eu- 
gene Meyer, governor of the federal 
reserve board, first broached his. plan 
to leading Wall Street bankers, but 
it was clearly revealed today that the 
corporation, when and if it is finally 
formed, will not be confined in its 
operation to Wall Street capital. It 
is designed, bankers said, to serve a 
purpose that is national in scope.

One proposed plan, which appeared 
to enjoy high favor, would be pat- 
terned somewhat after the National 
Credit Corporation, which was set up 
in 1931 to extend loans to banks as a 
sort of stop gap pending the creation 
of the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration.

to pay the rental to the state of Geor- 
ia, but in justice to the state of 
eorgia and its citizens the state can- 
not possibly: allow any reduction in the 
amount of the monthly rental — 

“You are, of course, aware that 
some of the rent notes held by the 
state have been anticipated and sold, 
and are now in the hands of innocent 


‘| parties, These parties purchased these 


securities on the promise of the rail- 
road to pay the rent and the money 
derived from the sale was used for 
the purpose of paying the past-due a 
propriations to the common schools 
and the charitable institutions of the 
state, as well as paying the past-due 
pensions of Confederate veterans. 

“Even had the rent notes for the 
next several years not been sold to 
innocent holders, I would not feel it 
consistent with my duty as governor 
of Georgia to recommend a decrease. 

“I understand from the public serv- 
ice commission of this state that in 
the year 1926 the net earnings of this 
road, after payment of every conceiv- 
able charge, including the rent on the 
road, had been deducted, amounted to 
over one million dollars. 


“You would not have allowed any 
claim or demand from the state of 
Georgia for additional rents in this 
year, nor, representing the stockhold- 
ers of your railroad, would you have 
paid an increased rent in 1 when 
user earnings aitounted to $703,- 
13.72. You would not have felt justi- 
fied in sacrificing ‘he profits of your 
stockholders when times were good 
and your contract resulted in a sub- 
stantial profit by paying more than 
the amount stipulated as rent in the 
contract. 


Busses and Trucks. 


“I do not feel justified in sacrificing 
the interests of those I et ages the 
people of Georgia who really own the 
road, when changing conditions have 
greatly decreased your earnings. 

“The question of bus and _ truck 
competition is not peculiar to your 
road, but affects practically every rail- 
road in the state and nation that has 
been paralleled by a finished highway. 

“Your railroad does not pay any 
taxes to the state of Georgia on the 
property belonging to the state that 
you have under lease. If a deduction 
were allowed you on account of bus 
and truck competition, it would be 
nothing but fair to refund to other 
railroads a part of the taxes that’ they 
have paid for the support of the gov- 
ernment, for the question of taxation 
unquestionably entered into the orig- 
inal lease contract. : 

“None of this is said in any spirit 
of criticism for you certainly have a 
right to apply for a readjustment of 
the contract if you think it proper. 
I am merely giving you my reasons 
for opposing any reduction in the 
amount paid the state. 

“The question of proper regulation 
of trucks and busses is one that 
affects not only the railroads but 
every citizen of the state. As a mat- 
ter of simple justice to the railroads, 
trucks and busses operating for hire, 
should be so regulated and taxed as 
to provide fair competition on an 
equal basis with the railroads in pas- 
senger and freight traffic. The tax- 
payers of Georgia should not be called 
upon to spend millions of dollars each 
year to provide right-of-ways for com- 
mon carriers. 

Federal Legislation Needed. 

“As a member of the general assem- 
bly of Georgia and as governor I have 
consistently supported legislation to 
properly regulate motor traffic for 
hire on the highways of the state. Il 
shall deal with this question in my 
recommendations to the general as- 
sembly at the expiration of my term 
and 1 also am of the opinion that 
national legislation should be enacted 
to provide substantial equality in the 
regulation of all forms of interstate 
commerce. 

“However, under the circumstances, 
I do not think it would be fair to 
the taxpayers of Georgia, including 
the other railroad lines of the state 
that are suffering from competition 
of trucks and busses, to give you an 
abatement of rent without allowing 
them a reduction in taxation. This, 
the state and its political subdivisions 
cannot do at this time and I, there- 
fore, feel constrained in the public 
interest, to oppose any abatement or 
reduction in your rent. 

“Paragraph 12 of the act leasing 
the state’s road to your company pro- 
vides as follows: 

“*There is hereby expressly reserved 
to the party of the first part (the 
state of Georgia) the power to au- 
thorize the laying out, building and 
construction of such ways, streets, 
roads, bridges or viaducts across the 
line of properties leased as may be 
deemed to be to the interest of the 
people of Georgia, without let or hin- 
drance and without liability over to 
the party of the second part by abate- 
ment of lease money or otherwise.’

“RICHARD B. RUSSELL JR.” 

“P. S.—Attached hereto is a _ let- 
ter from Hon. James A, Perry, chair- 
man,, Georgia public service commis- 
sion, giving some additional informa- 
tion in regard to this subject.” 

Perry’s Letter. 

Mr. Perry’s letter: 

“Governor Richard B. Russell Jr., 
“Atlanta, Ga. 

“Dear Governor Russell: In com- 
pliance with your verbal request of 
even date, I hand you herewith some 
of the results of the operation of the 
Western & Atlantic railroad, under 
lease, from 1870 to December 31, 1931. 
In the preparation of the data re- 
quested, it has been done with one 
purpose; namely, to give a true pic- 
ture, by way of comparison, of the 
results of such operation under the 
different leases for the period of time 
covered. ' 

“I find the gross revenue received 
by the present lessee of this railroad 
from December 27, 1890, to December 
31, 1931, amounts to $138,116,125, of 
which total amount the state of Geor- 
gia has received only 13.5 per cent. 
During the 29 years of the first lease 
to the N., C. & St. L. railway, the 
rentals were 16.8 per-cent of the gross 
revenue; whereas, under the ‘Joe 
Brown’ lease, dating from 1870 to 
1890, the lessee paid the state of 
Georgia 22.8 per cent of the gross 
income, as rentals. In the 12 years 
of the present lease ending December 
31, 1931, the present lessce has paid 
only 10.4 per cent of the gross in- 
come, for rentals; whereas, during the 
same period of the ‘Joe brown’ lease 
the state received rentals amounting 
to 24.5*per cent of the gross income. 

Panic of 1873. 

“Tt should be kept in mind that this 
is not the first period of depression 
or panic the Western and Atlantie 
railroad has experienced. Soon after 
the ‘Joe Brown’ lease was executed, 
in 1870, this country was called upon 
to go through the terrible panic of 
1873; far worse than anything ap- 
proaching the present panic. The 
panic of 1873 continued well into the 
Soon after the firs: lease with 
the present lessee was executed, in 
1890, it is a singular co-incidence that 
three years later this country was 
again called upon to weather another 
panic, lasting for six or seven years. 
In point of fact, the statement of an- 
nual earnings of the present lessee 
shows that it was not until about 
1902 that a decided upward trend in 
revenues was experienced. This long 
period of thin revenue stands out in 
strange contrast with the amazing 
prosperity of this road soon after the 
second lease became effective. hen 
this undreamed of period ef prosperity 
came about, enuring solely to the ben-

The announcement was made short- 
ly after C. A, Mathews, commissioner 
of roads and revenue of DeKalb, de- 
nied that any agreement had been 
reached with the Atlanta fire offi- 
cials regarding a guarantee and pay- 
ment of $50 for each run made by 
fire fighting apparatus. 

“No agreement has been made,” he 
said, “and I have no statement to 
make until something concrete is de- 
cided upon.” 

Meanwhile the question fire pro- 
tection continued to be a topic of 
discussion among property owners and 
residents of the area which was cut 
off from fire protection by Atlanta 
and Decatur. 

Candidates seized upon the ques- 
tion and statement were issued con- 
cerning remedial measures to adopt. 
Paul Lindsey, representative in the 
legislature from DeKalb, said he had 
secured Mayor Key’s approval of a 
plan whereby DeKalb would guaran- 
tee and pay $50 for each run of 
equipment to a fire in DeKalb. 

Concerning the question of fire pro- 
tection in the area, Henry A. Bea- 
man, representative in the legislature 
from DeKalb, said that he proposed 
to the commissioner last year that he 
would co-operate with him in any leg- 
islative matters he thought necessary 
for the welfare of the county, and 
that “the commissioner was well 
aware of conditions at the time.” 

“The terrible situation that now 
exists in Druid Hills,” said Mr. Bea- 
man, “is due entirely to the laxity 
and utter disregard of the western 
portion of the county by the county 
officials for a number of years.”

cause enormous returns were being 
received by the lessee; no one for the 
state of Georgia would have thought 
of suggesting such a thing. for the 
simple reason that the state had made 
a solemn, binding contract and lived 
up to it without a murmur. 

“The average annual revenue, all 
sources, of the present lessee from De- 
cember 27, 1890, to December 31, 
1902, 12 years, amounted to $1,676,- 
G37; the average annual revenue for 
12 years following December 27, 1919, 
beginning of the present lease, was 
$5,178,706, an increase of 208 per 
cent: whereas, the rental is only 28 
per cent higher. It would, therefore, 
seem that it is not out of place to 
say that Mr. Hill's action in asking 
for this reduction is premature and | 
might well be delayed, especially as 
there is now substantial evidence in- 
dicating an upward trend of business 
throughout the country. 

Benefits Accrue in 1969. 

“As to expenditures for improve- 
ments, it is a fact that the state will 
receive no benefits from them until 
the expiration of the present lease, 
December 27, 1969. The benefits of 
the investment in these improvements 
is quickly reflected in their lower 
operating cost. While it is true that 
money expended was for non-revenue 
producing projects, the greater’ part 
of such expenditures has been for bet- 
terments necessitated by increased 
traffic conditions; notably, heavier 
rails, stronger bridges, automatic block 
signals, the new tunnel, etc. It is 
fair to presume that the lessee was 
spending proportionate amounts on its 
own line. ; 

“We all agree that the greatest busi- 
ness interests of our country have 
been sorely disappointed in the contin- 
ued decrease of business in every line. 
However, for the state of Georgia to 
consider the question of a reduction of 
the present rentals, admittedly fixed 
by the lessee (being the only bidder 
for the property, as they knew they 
would be), there are not a few who 
will think it out of place for the ‘sssce 
to Ask for any abatement of the rentals 
which they practically fixed. It is felt 
proper that figures be given reflecting 
operations of the Western & Atlantic 
railroad only, and not consider the 
picture reflecting operations of the 
N. & St. L. railway system as 
a whole, as is done by Mr. Hill. 

“It is pretty general knowledge of 
those in position to know that if the 
other portions of the N., C. & St. I 
railway system had done as well in 
1931 as the Western & Atlantie rail- 
road there would be no canse for 
alarm by the system as a whole at this 
time. Obviously, mach further and 
specific data will be fmperative if 
serious consideration is to be given 
the request that the present rental of 
this road be reduced.-It is common 
knowledge that the trains of the Chat- 
tanooga-Memphis division of the 
Southern Railway operate over the 
tracks of the N., C. & St. L. railway 
between Wauhatchie and Stephenson 
on a reptal basis. Since revenues of 
the Southern Railway have also suf- 
fered a very serious decline, it might 
not be improper to inquire if the N.., 
C. & St. L. railway has reduced the 
rentals of the Southern Railway, and 
if so to what extent, as compared 
with the stipulated rental in the two

lation Needs. 

“Mr. Hill es special reference to 
the stipulation of the original charter 
of the Nashville & Chattanooga rail- 
road that forbids construction of any 
other line within 20 miles. It is of 
interest to know what the N., C. & St. 
L. railway did, if anything, to stop 
the st. te of Tennessee from construct- 
ing the paved highway between Nasb- 
ville and Chattanooga over which the 
sane motor carriers operate that oper- 
ate between Atlanta and Chatta- 
nooga; also, to what extent it protest- 
ed Lefore the Tennessee commission 
against granting certificates of con- 
venience and necessity.

The first rank and the chief honor went to the athletes. 

When Homer smote his blooming lyre and sang, “A 
man wins no greater glory so long as he lives than the 
athletic victories he gains with his hands and feet.”’ 
Pindar, another inspired poet of old Greece, composed 44 

magnificent poems which we still have. Each was composed 
in honor of some victory at the Olympic games. 

It was the Olympic games which gave to Greece the 
first method of reckoning time—the Olympiad being the 
four-year period between the games. It was Aristotle 
who devised this method. 

If we think that the applause and the adoration given the 
modern football hero is too much, consider what the Greeks of 
that age which gave the world more science and learning than 
any other, said of the Olympic victor. He was, after an Olym- 
‘pic victory, made one of the chief citizens. And the victory 
songs said, “He has reached the summit of human attainment, 
to rise higher he must become a god.” 

This makes the cheers for the modern athlete seem 
very puny when compared with that which intellectual 
Greece gave her winners. 

Plato, the philosopher; Euripides, the poet and playwright, 
were athletes. Plato and Aristotle taught in gymnasiums, one 
the Academy and the other the Lyceum. And the names have 
come down to us, one for schools and the other for a building 
wherein learning and culture is dispensed. Yet both were origi- 
nally gymnasiums. 

The greatest artistic development of Greece was 
during her greatest participation in athletics. When she 
ceased to furnish forth winning competitors in the games 
her glory declined and her civilization failed. 

The great devotion of a people, said one of the philosophers, 
makes for democracy and fewer social distinctions. Athletics 
make for temperance.”’ , 

Perhaps what we need is more and better overemphasis of 
sport. Maybe the Carnegie Foundation bulletins deserved the 
wide yawns they got.

e penalties also may be made re- 
troactive so that the courts may re- 
view cases of political terrorism al- 
ready disposed of or impose drastic 
sentences on persons not yet tried. A 
number of fascists are now under ar- 
rest on charges of bomb outrages. 

It also may make a person liable 
to execution if caught with a weapon 
in his hand in a crowd where a per- 
son has been killed, regardless of 
whether he committed the murder. 
The decree provides longer terms 
and more hard labor for persons guilt 
of terrorism. The minimum of 10 
years will be imposed on those shoot- 
ing or injuring a person or attacking 
a policeman or participating in an 
armed upheaval. Even slighter in- 
juries are liable to hard labor sen-

OBSERVE DELTA DAY 


STONEVILLE, Miss., Aug. 9.— 
Thousands of farmers and planters 
from throughout the south gathered 
here today at the experiment station 
to attend the thirteenth Delta Ray, 
observed annually the second Tues- 
day in August. 

Assistant Secretary R. W. Dunlap, 
of the United States department of 
agriculture, discussed “Scientific Ag- 
riculture in the South,” and “The 
Cotton Situation” was Dr. Bradford

the agricultural extension work and 
is himself an agricultural scientist and 
elucator of note.

The actual conflict—in 
which sometimes quality is pitted 
against quality and at other times 
mass simply overwhelms the ranking 
cards—is comparable with the tactics 
of actual warfare. This, in large meas- 
ure, accounts for the tremendous thrill 
which players receive from seeing 
their plans of campaign, carefully 
worked out, brought to full success, 
and which causes them to give per- 
haps grudging recognition to clever 
tactical maneuvers by the defending 
players.

His length and 
honor strength in hearts suggest 
that South will start with five 
solid tricks in that suit, and 
South’s Rebid suggests the pos- 
sibility of the remaining four 
tricks being somewhere in the 
rest of the band.

The hing*’of spades was then 
cashed in the Dummy, and West 
thrown into the lead by the return of 
the last spade. He chose to exit from 
his hand by leading a smal] diamond. 
East won with the King, and returned 
a club. South won this trick with the 
Ace, upon which West very wisely 
played the club King, retaining the 
club Knave as an exit card. He could 
see and thus plan to frustrate South's 
Machiavellian plot. There was nothing 
for South to do but to continue with 
the club suit, hoping against hope that 
West had false-carded and still held 
the club Queen as well as the dia- 
mond Ace-Knave, with which he 
was apparently marked. West played 
the Knave, and East studied for 
some time before overtaking with the 
Queen. However, he rose to the occa- 
sion, won the trick and returned a 
diamond through South, permitting 
West to cash both the Knave and the 
Ace and thus defeating the contract 
one trick.
